— VoBtorday the 
situiktion here showod a docicicd advantugo 
for the strikers, but to day there is a pro- 
notinood reversal of oonditions. Early tiiin 
morning nearly six hundred men reported 
for work in tho shopa, and many old om- 
ployos were given Ihoir former pluoee. 
There were committees from tho atriUors' 
ranks upon the outskirts of tho sentry lino 
endeavoring to dissuade the workmen fron^ 
rsturaing to work, but their pleas were in 
vain. 

F. H. Douglas, clialrman of 'homodiution 
committee of the Aiiierionn Hiilway Uuioo, 
ia reported to have eenc a mesaaga to Dt'be 
iniplorinj^ him to cull the alriko oif, uncon- 
ilitionally. To a United IVesa reporter lie 
would neither deny norullii.ii the roporl. 
Diacu.itint; tho oiulouk, I) ui^l..io H'lid he 
reali/.'jd tlie awful coijiKLiou im.^ v,-hich tlie 
atriko had plungtil tho eouiilry, prineip,»llY 
thin soelioii, and he for one wimlil rtj'iioe at 
an iimnodiut'j atiLlloiiient. He iiuinintcd 
tliuL if lio had the power, ho would ter- 
minate, tho light at oneo. About the city 
utrlUera arc diEe meolute at the return of the 
men to work in the sliopa. The nice con- 
acrvativc inombcrs admit defeat and point 
to the weakoriini; of t'o many this morning 
aa tho 111 ginning of tlio end. 

A dif patch rtciived at ITiviiion Suporin- 
tondent Wriuht'a ollice Btatta that the track 
is blocked at a point half u mile east of Du- 
lulh flats. Ltst uight several groat boulders 
wore rolled upon the track and across tbe 
rails timbers were lashed. An armed patrol 
disooverod tho obstruotions and removed 
them. Trains are now leaving on schedule 
time. A fruit trftia with a heavy consign- 
meot left for Oiden and tbe Bast this 
morning, and another will follow this after- 
noon and the company hope to dispatch a 
third train to-morrow morning. The railway 
ctHoials deny that an attempt was made to 
wreck the San Francisco local yesterday 
morning. They assert that the bittcrcd liali 
plate and broken bolt were not necessarily 
thoreault of deaign and could liave resulted 
from a iiutnber of c uiflca. A man named 
(!co. O'Donuell wua urrcated by the military 
thiu niorniug for iiitiiniilating anil tlueaten- 
ing workmen on tho way tu tlie ahopa. He was 
taken to the guard house and turned over to 
the civil authorities. 

CiiiCAiio, July 11). -At ,s o'clock last 
night Uen Miles appended hia .signature to 
a general order removing the federal troops 
from Chicago. Tho infantry will take 
traina for their reepectivo poats, while tho 
airy and artillery will march to Fort 
Sh-ridan and remain there until euch time 
as (Jen. Miles thinkii it best that thoy bo 
sent to their posta. Tlio tirat break in tbe 
ranks of tho Pullman strikers occurred to- 
day. One hundred and fifty Uollanders 
were pot; at work on tbe traoka back of tbe 
Pullman foundry. No eflTort was made to 
prevent the men from going to work. Tho 
butchers continue to return to work at tbo 
stock yards. The sheep butchers ai^ 
Armour's received an advance of 25 cents a 
day in wages and had four and a half daya' 
work a week guaranteed them. Morris & 
Co. 'a wholesale market was burned last 
night. It is believed to have been the work 
of strikers Prowlers around the place were 
lired upon by the militia juot before tho fire 
liroke out. The loss is heavy. 

I'reaident Debs has Bent out a circular 
letter and blank potilion to all the looal 
unions. Tho letter cnUa upon all tho mem- 
liera to aign a petition to be preflented to the 
Hoiiao of Keprescntativea aaking for tho 
iinpcuelinient of Attorney '.;ei:cr.il Olney.

SAVARY ItiLAND MURDER. 

A lJot(>('tivo Di'poses its to Lyuu's 
Ailiiiissiou of Couuectiou With 
the Shooting. 



The Defence Will Endeavor to Esta- 
blish the Shooting Was in 
Self Defence. 

Vanooovbk, July 19.- (Speoiol.)— It is 
expected that the Savory Island murder 
case will be concluded tomorrow. To-day 
Dr. A. U. Thomas swore as to how ho had 
found tho body and the nature of the 
wounda. Coroner Pittecdrigh deposed 
that last fall two bodies were brought to 
him by Mr. Manson, J.P., and he 
held an inqueat on them. H. S. May- 
bee testified that he had purchased 
ekina from Lynn in January, and made 
more than he over did before on a fur deal. 
Other evidence of minor iniportance was 
forthcoming. A number of nien who had 
been fellow priaoncra with Lynn in the 
Victoria jail wore exaniined. To them 
Lynn in convcrantion had convoyed 
tho impression that ho had eome- 
lliing to do with the ahooling of (Jreen. 
The princijial among them was one I'enny, 
a private detective, v.dio depoued that ho 
hiui lieen s.-nit into tho cell with Lynn to get 
what he could out of liiin. Hia atory waa 
exactly aimilar to the ono ho told in Vic- 
toria, ami was not shnkoii in crosB-examin- 
ation. Lawyer D.ivia' pica ia to bo ono of 
Bclf-defcncc; he is not exerting himself to at- 
tempt to break down tbe evidence of the 
actual shooting of Green by Lynn. 

SILVER DOLLARS. 

I'lie San Francisco and New Orleans Hints In- 
structed to Coin Up to Their Ordin- 
ary Capacity, 

.'-:.\.s' Fk.'V.s'clM'ii, July 1'.). — Mr. I'reaton, 
director for the Fhiiadolpliia mint, by direc- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury, has 
issued orders to the mint authorities at San 
Franciaoo and Now Orleans to begin tho 
coinage of silver dollars at once, and during 
the present month to coin up to the ordinary 
Capacities of tho mints. The silver to bo liiai 
coined will bo blanks and iugota, of whicli 
there is sufficient to coin about $1,500,000 at 
these two points and at Philadelphia. As 
8000 as this supply is exhausted work 
will probably begin on the silver barf, of 
which there is a year's supply at San Fran- 
oigoo and Now Orleans and probably five 
years' supply at Philadelphia. So far as 
can bo learned, it ia not the pnrpoae of the 
government to extend the coinage of seig- 
ninriige beyond n few millions, but it is 
staled that after coining whatever gold may 
bo iieccHHary and reaching tho abraded frac- 
tiinnl silver, each of tin' three niinia will 
pfohnlily bo win ki'il ,it, their nnrmal Cijinrily 
on aihf r il'dlara, for l he next., aeveral iiiont lui 
at li.'aai, anil preaiimalily Id tho end o! the 
year. Whether treii.'.ury notes will he re 
tired by ail 'fir aa fast an received haa not 
been dutcrminud, ao far aa ia known.

Tho whole evening sosuion to 1 o'clock 
was taken up with the ainendment of Sir 
Richard Cartwright ooudcmnlDg the govern- 
ment on account uf the Curran bridge. 
Hon. Mr. Haggart made an able defence, 
showing that » great fraud bad been per- 
petrated on the government, and intimated 
that criminal prooeediaga would be taken 
against the contraotora. The amendment 
was defeated by 38 majority, 

CRISLS IN .yONTANA. 

The Fuet "f (iovernment Masslni? Troops at 
Helena and Butte the Cause of 
Apprehension, 

.St. Pai'l, July 10.— The action of the 
govtrnmont in massing troops at Butte and 
Helena would indicate that the criaia is yeb 
conio in Montana. At the Northern 
.fic general ollices it haa been learned to- 
night that a epeoial train had left Fort As- 
siniboine, via the Great Northern, bearing 
troops to Helena and Butte, where trouble 
is anticipated. The available force at Fort 
Assiniboine consists of two troops 
of cavalry, one company of Indians and four 
oompanieB of infantry, numberirg in all 
about 500 men, and the bulk of those were 
dcapatched under hurried orders, and will 
po»aibly reach liutte during ihe r.ight. In 
addition it is understood that several other 
companies will bo simt from Omaha. Tho 
trouble lies with tho minera who, it is aaid, 
have boon quietly making prep^iratioua to 
join foicea with tho American Railway 
Union out there and repeat the scenes in 
Chicago. Unless precau lions are taken 
much company property owned by the 
Northern Pacitic will be destroyed.

Cleveland Offers His Ifediatlon— At- 
tack on the British Consal 
at Seoul. 

Wasjiington, D C.| July 10 —Much in- 
torcat was arouaod iu ollloml ciroloa horo to- 
day by the publiciif ion of a long stiktomont, 
purporting to ooutuin an extract from a dia- 
p:ktoh sent by Seoretary Greaham to tbe 
Japanese governnnont, saying that the U.S. 
viewed with regret the levying of uu uujuob 
war by Jap.in upon a weak und dcfoneulosB 
nvktion like Koren. Siicrotary (iroahum waa 
indiapoaed to day, but sent out word that 
bo could not ut the prouent time Buy any- 
thing either in denial or ulUrmation of iho 
poblication, an the curreapundenco is atill in 
progrees. It ia alino.it certain that tlvj sen- 
ate will adopt a resolution c;»lling for the 
oorreapondence. 

The history of the incidont begins with 
the Korean rebellion, when, upon the ap- 
pliOAtion of tlie King, tlie United States sent 
the warship Baltimore to Chemulpo. Al- 
most simultaueonsly the Jupaneae and 
Cbtnese governmeuta sent military forces to 
ud the King to stamp out tbe rebel ion. 
Shey were suaoeasful, and when quiet waa 
restored the Koreans suggested tbe with- 
drawal of the foreign foroea. The Chinese 
»nd Japanese have always been at udda 
whenever Korea was oonoi'rned, for each 
bad long cherished designs upon tba auto- 
nomy of that country. However, the 
Chinese were willing to withdraw if the 
Japc^ncsR would do the same, but the latter 
discovered that she had a number of griov- 
anceo a^ainBt the Koreans on oooo'int of mal- 
» iininietrution and made a aeries ot deniauds, 
unmo of wliioh touohed the very existence of 
Korea ks an iudoponduut nation.. Japan 
uunouDftd that h :r troopi would not ho 
v.'ilhdrauD until these conditions were met. 
At thi.i point the attention and interest of 
oilier nations were strongly used. It waa 
seen that the peace ot all Asia was In 
jeopardy, and the powers that had great in- 
ttruBt? there begun to consider what should 
bo done to dissuade Japan from purauieg a 
course that ))ri'n;iaed. to broik down tlie 
integrity of the little nation that served as 
ft bulfer between the two Asiatic nations. 
•43rtat Uritain, Kiiasia and also France inter- 
posed with paoitic remouatrauoei', but they 
were unheeded by Japan, the preient gov- 
ernment of which, it was intimated hero, 
WM in Buch o desperate puss politically that 
it felt obllgid to excite the national feeliug 
as a means of self-preservation. 

Then the UuiteU States was drawn into 
the matter. \Yo have largo interests in 
China and Japan and prospects of greatly 
enlarging our trade, relitions, und when 
United States Miniater Dunn, at Tokyo, 
represented the conditions to tho state de- 
partment it was felt to be not only for our 
own interests, but for tho good of oil cou- 
corood, to reinforce tho elfirta of tho great 
£uropeaD powers to prevent a cootlict that 
wonid surely bo disaalrous on bot'i aidoa. 
Suoh a course, according to a defender of tho 
Administration, has been taken before by the 
United States. Notably in the oiae of the 
■mall republics of South Amwioa, we have 
ancoeeded in preventing wars, and in so do- 
ing have earned tbe gratitude and thanks of 
our neighbors and the esteem and admiration 
of the whole world. 

At the Korean legation to-day a copy of 
the dispatnh alkired to have bsea sent was 
Bho .vn to the minister, but he politely re- 
f> rrtd tho reporter to tho department of 
St. lit f r itiforniation, and intimated that he 
c:iuhi D'jt with propriety talk of the matti r. 
It, ia H.ii ; that no rccorJu of the difp itches 
h ivc b'- rcc.iv; d fr'iiii Korea. A copy of 
till' p if'-' ooiit.iiiiit^g the dispatch waa shown 
th.' .I.-paiese n;;nio'.er, who promptly re- 
liirfif.d reply that ho know nothing at all 
oi L<'.icli iius'iiige, and had no olliid-il inti- 
ni-rtio.i that it had been aent. He said : 
" T!i.-' .1 jpauese government is perfectly 
saiiilie-l with the attitude of the adminis- 
tration r.'i;ardirig Ivoroa, and io confulont 
that it it- aeiuati d hy sentiments of justice 
toward both China and Japan, and is only 
deaireuu of a p.cifij solution of the dilfer- 
ence between the two cnintries," 

A d [.loniat who ia familiar with Eastern 
afi'kirs said that an exprcEsiou of the dissat is- 
f.ictioD felt by this government in tho man- 
ner indicated would not afTeot tho future 
■ action of the Japanese government. One 
efTict, however, might bo that, should it bo 
concluded to submit the diH-jrencea now ex- 
isting between the two nations to arbitra- 
tion tbe United States might not be asked 
to serve, as probably she would have been 
otherwisa. 

Ho news on the matter could be bad from 
members of the Chinese legation. Members 
of the bonse committee on foreign ulTairu 
deny that they have seen the (Jrcshani dis- 
patch. Cbairaian McCreary and Represent- 
atives Hitt and Raynor said they had seen 
no such dispatch and knew of no action in 
that line, and Senator Grray and other mem- 
bers of tlie senate foreign relations com- 
niittco like.vino said they know nothing of 
the matter.

— A di!-))att;h from 
U'ashinetori City tn a iicivM ag^-ncy here 
states tu^>l I'l-odiilcnl Clovelaml has uirered 
to mediate in the Korean ouofltion. 

A dispatch from .Shanghai gives details of 
an asaault hy ,Iapanene soldier.'i on the 
iiriti'ih coiHul at .Seoul, Korea, which result- 
ed in the Landing of thirty ISrilish blue- 
jackets !(, giurd tho liritish legation. The 
consul WHS dragged fifty yards and lioatea 
by Japancso iioUliera with their fists, and the 
consul's wife was pualioil into a ditcli. Tho 
conanl sent a formal complaint to the Japan- 
ese minister, who made a curt reply hut no 
apology. 

Yokohama, July 19.— It is oliioially 
stated that the British consul at Seoul, 
Korea, who claims to have been assaulted 
by Japanese soldiers, was stopped because 
he was seeking to pisa Japanese posts and 
p> into a bivouac of tbe troops.

Tiio "K. l\ RitLet" Again Afloat- 
Beceut Charters - The "Albion" 
Still Here. 

AccordiDg to a letter reoeivod a day or ao 

ago by Mr. Simon Leiaor, owner of the Vic- 
toria aeiiing uohoonor Wundorer, from ihu 
Colleotdr cf CuatomRut Wrangol, thoro is no 
truth wiiutover in the report of the sohoon- 
er'ti seizure. The letter statog that the 
Wanderer baa nob been at Sitka tbil year, 
and has not aocordii<g to the reports of 
Amurican cruiaors, boiiu fallen in with hy 
thom. In isi supposed itu^l the aoiilur Wiii- 
nifred, whicli liaa been lying in Silku for 
several years, Hub in some way baon con- 
founded with the \\ iimli rur. 

J)espite tbia ut quulided contradic- 
tion of the repori from an oifi- 
oial RourOB, the press correepondents 
at Port Totrasend send the following : 
" A private letter fiom one of the officere of 
the Bi;hii''g sea fleet, brought down by the 
stBumor Corona a Ic\y linya ago, hao just 
rJaahfcd hei'6, and g^'es tha flvet mi'lufnig 
parHi"'|,,a cf the i(;'/.at>- tho lUi iill 
BCiiler Wnnderor by tlio U.ti. atoaiuer Con- 
tiord, Tho sii'^iuro w:ia luml? on Jh'hj 

ftlul CiUiCll gl'Oilt OJ Oitblliljlt. ut rft._ I'i'Ul, 

Kodiuk, where it u aa llmdo. Sonio time be- 
fore that tho Wanderer had boon warned by 
the Vorktown and her arms were seuled. 
When she waa boarded by tho lIU ;oi a of 
the Concord unexpectedly to the crew of 
' 'IB soboonor a ritlo waa found not sealed, 
i'he entry in tlio Wandeici'a log book 
stated that her arms wuio aealcd by tliu 
Vorktown, and aa soon as this gun was found 
not sealed Captain Cioodricli, coinnianding 
tba Concord, ordered her sel/.urc for brcak- 
iog the seals. The mate ot tho Wanderer 
stated that be bad bid the rifle when the 
Yorktown's ofSeers were on board sealing 
the arms, and be was allowed to make an 
aDidavit to this tffeot', but Capt. Goodrich 
put a prize crow on board and sent the Wan- 
derer to Ouoalaska. 8be had on board 
tho same nnmber of sealskios, four hun- 
dred, as when she waa warned by ibe 
Yurktown. Tbia was the first seizure 
reported this season. The letter states 
that as far as can be ascertained a hun- 
dred vessels have cleared from Americ-kn 
and Canadian porta for the purpose of seal- 
ing in Behring Sea. During tho months 
of May and .Juno 17 English and 
10 American Buhoouera Were Warned by tho 
patrol ll'jet. Tile Mohican arrived at Sand 
I'oint June '27, having the fchnoiicr .Spny in 
tow, 'l\'ip Spray waa boarded -<i inili'a troin 
.Sand roint, Sue had two nit-'n on bourd 
and several yi;..3 and plenty of ammunition, 
but no pi»pcra. She w.ia turned over to the 
custom house officer at Shumagin island." 
TUB "Albion's" thii' dei^ted. 
The steamer Albion, carrying the littb 
band of Baquimauz home after their tour 
tbrouf;h the United States, is still at the 
outer wharf, where she will remain at least 
the best part of to-day. Yesterday was a 
more agreeable one for the dusky tribesmen 
on Ixjard than the day before, the change in 
the weather being to them a most welcome 
one, and tndneing; tbem to indulge in a little 
recreation. Some of tho party have taken 
in a number of tho sights of the city, one 
spot in partioular attracting their attention 
being Macaulay Point, which reminds tbem, 
they say, of Washington, where the army 
bugle also frequently sounds. Being loaded 
dotvn to the guards, the steamer is unable 
to carry all tho freight offering for the 
Yukon river. There were SO tons to be 
taken on here, but this could not bo touched, 
and it is probable a steamer will be char- 
tered to-day to convoy it North.

VIUTOUIA WATKR. 

To Till-: I'^iiiTou : — Following up ths dis- 
ouasion at tho last mooting of the council, 
1 have been looking at tho local faoilitiua 
for Uiaking an analysis of water, and I am 
glad to find that in a <|uiot way tho pro- 
vincial government bus been gradually pro- 
viding material and appliances for a study 
of oliemiatry and analysis. 

Ill connection with the Department of 
Mites thoro is an assay oHice, in charge of 
.Mr. Herbert Carmichael, who haa high tes- 
timonials from eminent eollogea in Belfast 
and Manchester. 

Thia department could do a great amount 
of good if extended ami enlarged bo that 
the rising geuorationa— for that matter the 
grown up gonoratloa too — might get a 
gliiiipeo of the glorious things revealed to 
the oliemiat. Leaaons and public lectures 
on chemiatty and kindred sul'jecta could bo 
given, and given of a popular character ao 
as to enlighten and oulortaiu tho coiiimu- 
nity. With very little help from the gov- 
ernment thia claaa of iuatruclion could be 
made self-supporting and would bo highly 
appreciated by a grateful public. 

Pray excuse this digression, but I am 
much iuterested in the pablio diBsomination 
of a knowledge of chemistry ; it is so useful 
in all walks of life, 

I waa aaketl to visit the assay office to- 
day, and wliile doing 60 Mr. Cftrmiohaol in- 
vito'' mo to join iilm 1" making certain 
analyaea ho had to make. I was curioua as 
to tho rtcaptaclea of somo of his samples 
which wore water. Ouo empty receptacle 
was a beer bottle in which was an old cork 
— ;lie cork in tho mouth waa alao old and 
tho bottle bad a Hiiiell of coil oil and beor uo 
that it would bo hard to know which article 
had been last in it. Had the pivrty aeiiding 
that sample of water for aiuilysia known a 
little about chemiatry ho would have known 
that a receptacle for such a jiurpoae ought 
to have boon perfectly clean— that iu chemi- 
cally clean, instead of containing old foul 
anioUing corks, for an analyais must 
be given and no questions asked by the 
ohemiat. 

In looking over Mr. Carmicliael'a record 
of analyses I noticed ono lie had made simply 
for his own satisfaction, which I give here- 
with as a aort of reply to a sentence in your 
article thia morning on the water (|neation, 
which reads as follows : 

"Fo"r our own part we are fully convinced 
that if the water of Elk lake is bad it is in- 
herently impure, and that it will bo very 
dtllioult, if not imposaible, to make it fit for 
human consumption." 

Tnia shows the water was then, two yeara 
ago, a moat perfect water, and there is no 
reniion why it should not ba juat as good 
to day. 

Wo iiave an abundant eupply oi water 
from liiuivor and Klk lakes, anil if the city's 
inlercKt ia not vigeroualy protected, it is 
iiioie tb.an likely tliat the valuable property 
may bo deatroyed. For instance, it is not so 
lonu ago that a dead cow was found floating 
in Flk lakc. It seemed to have been acci- 
dentally ItiUed and thou thrown into the 
water. 

The rrsult of my investigation into the 
question is this ; 

1. The city ought to buy and absolutely 
own the watershed. 

•J Clear the margin of the lakes from all 
dead and growing vegetation. 

3. Fence our property iu and don't allow 
any person whatever on the water, except 
an nffiolal, Shooting, fishing and swimming 
of either man or dog are not what ought tu 
be allowed in water we drink.

A SLEEPY OPPOSITIOS. 

It (locE sborn that seven bundrod and tifty 
thousand dollars a year is a very lar^e sub- 
sidy for a Canadian steamship line even if 
it is the very fastest that ssienoe and ship- 
building can devise, Yet this is the sub- 
fi'iy th>'." WJ3 the other day voted to a faat 
A J ictic Hteiin'.ship Borvioo. Tho men who 
voted for this very large subaidy must 
have been ooDvinced that tho Domin- 
i-. n wi 1 derive very great advantages 
from the liuo when it is established. Un- 
leas it was shown to the satisfaction of 
reaaiDHble men that the country will reap 
b'neti:ft troni tho faht HLTvic-' comnionnurate 
with the price Ihikt ParliaiDent waa ualicd to 
pay for it, the members of Parliament who 
voted fur it are without the shadow of an 
excuae. Three quarters of a million is too 
much to throw away every year for ten 
years on a mere experiment, 

I; might be supposed that the Ojipoaition 
would criticise tho proposed outlay very 
sharply, and if the Govornment could not 
prove almost to a demonstration that the 
money would be profitably expended oppose 
it strenuously. Vet the debate upon the 
subsidy waa tame, and tho oppoaition to it 
in a very great measure perfunctory. This 
ia what the Montreal Ga/.ijtte eaye about tho 
course pursued by the Opposition with 
respect to f^o vote of threo-quurteia of a 
million as an annual subsidy to a fast 
Atlantic steamship line : 

It waa a half-hearted opposition only that 
the L-beruls iu Parliament gave to the gov- 
ornment'o proposal to subsidize a faat Atlan- 
tic mat! s 1 in. >jliip service. The recohitionH 
were alli>«'Ml to pass without a foriiukl 
(livihioii, and ilic speechi-a oi the opponLnts 
of the propoHalu wiire ilirocted very rnu jii to 
criticisint; cbrtaild and loti against the prin- 
ciple at Hfuke than wa'i expected, 'i'licfic; 
in the idea of a faat ateaiiiahip line to ( ; l oat 
liritaln h.ia taken a strong hold on thu jjopu 
lar iinnd. The councilii of tho 'J'oronlo and 
.\I >ntreal Koaidii of 'J'rade, tilt two fdremoat 
comnien'i.'.l l.uxiit-s in the country, have 
commended it. Tho interproviticiul cun- 
fi rciic-; at Oi-awa ha.H endorto I it. Men 
forernciit it: llii transportation inlereata oi 
ti)B country have advocated it. It, has b;;cn 
hailed with all tho outward hXy^na of 
popular approval. There have been hoalilo 
oritics, of course, and there aro, no doubt, 
mary who ijui'ation the wisdom of payioL; so 
heavy a piico for what they look upon as a 
sentitnental rather than a buBincsa sulieme. 
The hoatili i hurt theinuelvea and their ciuso, 
however, by tho animus they showed. 
Some went I lio length of trying to distroy 
the credit of the projector, and somo oven 
decried tho national route to the sea aa being 
unfitted by physical oonditions for use by 
rapid modern vessels. Mr. Laurier, from 
whom much was expected in opposition to 
tho Bchemo, contented himself with an ex- 
]irrasion of nalisfaotion that by means of 
lights and buoys the old-time dangers of St. 
L'iwreuco navigation had been Urgely over- 
come and a duclaration that if a speed of 
twenty knots an hour could bo maintained 
in tho river it waa a subject for rejoicing. 

A HUMANE MJOASURIC. 

It is surprising that there should bo any 
opposition to Lord Saliabury'a bill to prevent 
the iinnwgratioh of pauper aliona. One 
would buvo thought tlut Great Britain hud 
paupers enousb of her own without import- 
ing others from foreign lands. Boaidos, 
oompetitioQ for employment among tho 
FngUsh poor is ourely eh;>rp enough. It 
nuiat appear to tho half-starved worltero in 
ni»ny indnstriea lieartlesu cruelly in tlic 
CuvcrDiiicnt to admit into the country des- 



titute men and women who, in order 
to live, must take the bread out 
of the mouths of uativo-born Britona who 
oinnot, let them exert themselves as they 
may, earn enongb to satisfy the cravings of 
nature. We wonder at the patience of the 
suffering people who see thousands of for- 
eign paupers brought into the country 
without uttering r> murmur that can bo 
heard by tho rulers of tho laud. Lord 
Salisbury's bill, it appears to us, is not only 
a (patriotic measure but it is one framed in 
tho interests of oonimon humanity. We 
cannot understand how any ono who is not 
dead to all fueling of compaaaion for the 
starving and aweated poor of tho Three 
Kingdoms cati oppose it. 

Admitting alien paupcra into the country 
to be either a burden on the ratepayers or 
competitors for employment in a labor 
market already glutted, aeoma to ua to bo 
tran?forniing tho boast that England ia an 
asylum for men of all races, all ranks, all 
conditions and all opinions, into a aupor- 
utitinn. Tho Britiah people aro not bound 
to make their country a refuge for men and 
wtmion who cannot eurnalivinglntheirnativo 
lands, at a time when they themselves cannot 
lind employment for their own virtuous and 
imiuatrioua poor. It seems to ua that if 
there ever waa a timely moaaure intro- 
duced into Parliament Lord Salisbury's 
alien immigration bill ia that measure. 



A NEW PARTY. 



The Patrons of Industry are a new force 
in tho polities of Ontario, and they promise 
to exoroiao an inllucuco not to be dtapiaed in 
the politics of tho Donunion. Tlio Patrons 
elected eighteen membura to tho Ontario 
Legislative Asaombly a few days ago, and it 
is expected that at the next general election 
thoy will be able from that province alone 
to send twenty-two members to tho Parlia- 
mout of tho Dominion. Tho order ia a grow- 
ing one, and it ia likely that it will spread 
to other provinces, to Manitoba and the 
maritime provincua of Kuatoru (Janada. It 
ia an element therefore that the politicians of 
both parties must take into their calculation 
when thoy aropreparinglor a general election. 
In a forecast made by the Toronto Telegram 
1 he Patrona aro credited with twenty-two 
members in the next Dominion Parlinnienl. 
Calculating from the result of tho general 
election of 1891 it takes eight of the Patrons 
from the Conservatives and fourteen from 
the Liberals. That is it reduces the Con- 
servative conticgent from 4S to -10 and tho 
Liberal from -II to .'iO. Wo do not know 
what grounds tlio Telegram has for this 
forecast. Very likely its accuracy will be 
questioned by both Conservatives and Lib- 
erals. Leaving the other provinces pretty 
much as they wera initnodiatcly after tho 
election of IS'Jl it makes the coinposition of 
tho nc-it House of Commoua to 
be ll'_' Conservatives, T'J Liberals 
ond ■-'2 Patrons, thus giving the 
Conservatives a majority of eleven over both 
Liberals and Patrons combined. Placing 
Mr. Dilton McCarthy and Colonel O'Brien, 
if they aro returned, in tho Opposition, the 
Conservatives will still have a majiriiyof 
seven over all possible combinations. 

It is not yet known which side the 
Patrons will favor or whether they will favor 
either side. Their platform, when closely 
examined, is conveniently indefinite. Tho 
only definite planka in it are abolition of 
thu Senate and proliibition of Oovernment 
grants to railroads under any cir- 
cumatancca. Neitlier Conservatives nor 
Liberals are prepared to adopt either 
of these planks. A tariff for revenue 
only is ono of the planks of the platform of 
tho Patrons. We have the authority of the 
Leader of the Opposition himself for Indiev- 
ing that, however deairable such a tarill' may 
be in the abstract, tho condition of tho coun- 
try is such that it cannot be adopted by any 
party in the Dominion just yet. Besides, a 
tariff for rovenuo only is a phrase under 
which a party may conceal any trade policy 
which it niay suit it to pursue. 

Wo cannot una that the [>latform of the 
Patrona ia ono on which a new party 
can permanently stand. The probability is 
that its members when their first zeal cools 
will work with the party to which they, be- 
fore they became Patrons, were inclined. 
Till! Libi.rals aro, we see, coi)uetling with 
'liiiii, i'.nd claim that t hey really belong to 
their aide, lJut thiu ia not very apparent to 
the outsider, and what is more to tho pur- 
pose, the Patrons are very far indeed from 
.uiuiiiting that their principles uro indent i- 
cal with thouo of tho Orita. Tl-.ey have not 
as yet shown the nlighiesl inclinat ioti to 
meet tho advances of the Liberals. 'J'luy 
know vtry well why they are nuide, 
and they do not appear disposed to ex- 
cbingo their independence and their 
iiilliienoe for anythir.;; that tho Orita 
have to offer. They vrry likely kno .v what 
slippery customers the Lilittala of thrDu- 
mini'jnari) and tliryari! (jon.-.i ijuent ly fihy 
in even considering any oH'ara that may bo 
made to unite with them on either Domin- 
ion or Provincial iesues. The Patrons are 
not ignorant of Dominion politics, and if 
they admit, ua the Liberals notv afl-jct to 
believe, there is little or no dill'oronco be- 
tween their platform and the principloa, 
Buch us they arc, of tho Grit parly, they 
would convict themselves of stupidity and 
folly in forming themselves into a political 
organization altogether distinct from, and 
even antagonistic to, the Liberal party. 

^A' AllSUJil) VIEW. 

Tho New York Tiinca diacussua tho lute 
Btriko in a way that, cumpels its readers to 
look at thut diaturbanu) of the induatriul 
v.'orld from a now point of view. It saya : 

Now, let ua suppose c case. Let us sup- 
poau that a mob of oapitalists made up of 
railroad presidents i-nd managers and the 
owners of railroad shoriis and bonds, and 
led by Mr. George .M. Pullmuii and Mr. 
■John .M. lOgan, the Cliairuiaii of t lui (liineral 
Managers' .'\Biinciatinn, should invade the 
dwellinga of the workin(;men who urn inem- 
bera ol Mr. Deba'a Aini.rican Kiilwny Uiuon, 
amucii tho windows, b.ittor dutvu thu doora. 



wreck tho furniture, burn the boddiog, steal 
the bread and meat belonging to these men, 
beat thoir wivca and children, and prevent 
tho men themaelvca from going to their 
work. What would happen ? 

Thu first thing would bo that the capi- 
taliatio press would denounce Mr. Pullman, 
Mr. Egau, and tlieir followers in lunguuqc 
of such vigor and indignation as would 
make their late donuuoiatiou of Dobs aoeni 
aa mild as a sohoolgid's composition. Then 
the police, and if necessary the roilitla, and 
if they were unable to suppress the mnb the 
soldiers of the regular army of the United 
.States, would attack and abnot down these 
uapitalists until they were driven out of and 
away from the dwellings of the worlcing- 
mon. But that would not be all. Every 
I)lutoorat of thorn who oould be caught 
would bo arraigned, triod, and punished by 
a long term of iiiipriaonmenl. More than 
that, if these wealthy rioters should go so 
fur us to kill any of the workingmeo, the 
murderers, no matter who they were, would 
he hanged, and not all tho wealth of George 
M. Pullman nor all tha corporate power be- 
hind John M, £guu would bo potent enough 
to aave them from tho gdiows. 

There is something grotesquely absurd in 
the idea of a mob composed of capitalists 
endeavoring to accomplish their object by 
attacking and nialireating ojjponenls'und 
destroying thair property. But why ahould 
it bo more unreasonable fur railway men and 
atockholdors to attempt to advanco any 
cause thoy have at heart by disorderly 
demonstrationa than for railway employee 
and other workingmen to attempt to better 
their condition by tlioao means. Sunly 
what ia etiectivo iu ono caao ought 
to be efTeotive in the other. But 
the capitalists know that a resort to violent 
and illegal meaaurea would not be elFectivo. 
Thoy know that if thoy do personal violence 
to those who opi)oHo them and burn and 
othcrwiao dettroy thoir property they wonid 
not uccomplish any purpose they have in 
view, and they would besides, make them- 
selves hated and feared by all well disposed 
persona iu tho community. Rioting and 
mob violiinco would not be bu»ineaa, but 
something tho very opposite, and as thoy are 
busineaii men tlicy know that they cannot 
attain ony good end by melhoda which are 
not only unboBinesslike but which are de- 
structive of all legitimate business. 

Now if the men who best know how to do 
buaineas would not dream of trying to get 
wh.il tluy want by such moatts aa are re- 
sorted to by th:? strikers in (^hicago and 
ciaewhere, ahould not those who aro not ao 
conversant with business try to learn a 
leeson from them and adopt their 
methods. Business men, when thoy under- 
take to do a thing, generally accomplish 
their o\)ject. They do not, in the first place, 
over try to do w hat ia ubtolulely imi)oati 
b!e, ond iu the eccond place thty are moat 
careful to select the means best calculated 
to do the work they have undertaken. 
Violence, except to meet violence, is 
outside the region of business. The 
disagreements and disputes between em- 
plfiyera an. I einpl.iyea, licl ivi en ciiiital and 
lali ,r, are all buaiiaeae disagreements and dis- 
putes and they can only be adjusted and 
settled by business methods. The sooner it 
is understood that it is just as unreasonable 
and ineffective for workingmen to resort to 
violenco to aid in the settlement of trade 
disputes, as it ia for buaiiicss men to attempt 
to forward their prejecta by riotous demon- 
strations. the better for the whole industiial 
world. Men laugh at tho notion of a mob 
of pr.ijectora and stockholders trying to 
force their ideas on tho commuuity by beat- 
ing those who oppoHo them and burning 
down their houses, b,it ia it not j lat as ab- 
surd to aeo workingmen trying to recom- 
mend their cause to the people b^ similar 
moans?

The Frivato Sessions of tbe Colouial 
Couferenee— Oppositioa to 
Pacific Cable. 



Closer Trade Relations Between tlie 
Colonics— Tlie Fast Steamaliip 
Propositions. 



(From Our Own CorrcHPondont.) 
Ottawa, July 14. — The Coloniul dolcgatea 
have oome and gone. Tliey have ahowu 
themeelves mon of baBinoss. Once they had 
met tngyther they made up their minda thiit 
thoro ahould bo no udjournmcut, except 
from day to day, until the busiueos which 
had brought them together had been dis- 
posed of. Thoro ore oome people who in- 
cline to the belief that the conference has 
been a failure. This impreaaicn may have 
arisen from tho fact that little is known aa 
yet of the discuBsiona whioh bavo taken 
pliioe. Tho oonforouoo decided that ita eos- 
siona ahould bo privuto. Tho roaaon which 
led to thie decision was that it tho vicwa of 
the delegates had been published from day 
to day on any given aubjcct, and before a 
concluaion was reached, it might have led to 
intetferenoe from the aoveral goverumenta 
repreiented. The greateat interest was 
evidentljf felt in Australia reapectiog 
the conference, as hardly a day passi ci 
without a query being received from 
the antipodes, asking what the confcn'rce 
was doing. Ihe pledge of seoreay whion 
tbe delegates gave rendered It extremely 
ditfiouit for newspaper men to obtain newe 
of what was being done. It is sincerely to 
be hoped that this secreay will not have 
weakened public interest in tho doings of 
the conference, as when the report ot tho 
discussion is forthoomiog it ia believed that 
they will be found well worthy of l orutal 

TUB CABLK QDESTION 

was first tackled by the conference. With 
the exception of South Australia, all tho 
delegates were entbusiastio over the project. 
Even Mr. Playford, the opposition member 
in the conference, after stating that his 
colony had built a land line across the con- 
tinent ?,0C0 miles in leogtb, and that if the 
Pacific c kble were adopted it would deprive 
his government of a large amount of 
revenue, promised that if the cable 
were onseotitl in the interests of tho 
Kmpire then South Australia would not 
stand in the way, but, on the contrary, 
would cordially aaeiat in tbe enterpriae. 
Such lin ixpreaaion of opinion coming from 
th!B eouice evinces the heartiness with 
which I lie Auatraiiuna have taken hold of 
the picj. ct. After it had been agreed that 
a survey shouhl bo made of the ocean bed, 
and that Hur Mujesty's government be re- 
(|ueatcd to place two or tliree veesola at tliia 
work, the coat to bo borne in tho proportion 
of ouo third each by Great lirituin, Cauacia 
and tho AiiatrulaBinn colonies, a proposition 
was submitted pledging the dillerent gov- 
ernnieiUo lo the currying out of tho con- 
struction ucilir govei;nment control. Here 
a wide (iivcrsily of opinion manifested itself. 
Some of the delcgutta could not entertain 
the propobition at all, believing that the 
scheme could be better carried out by 
priviitc interpriso. Two or three spoko in 
this Hlriiiii, and then tho advocates 
of government construction took tho tloor. 
They presented such strong arguments 
that undoubtedly when tho question has to 
be praciically faced, in my judgment, it will 
bo found that government conatruction ia 
the beat plan for carrying out tho project 
Sir .John fender's influence iu tho Mother 
Country is very great. It is said that at 
any time ho can command the support of 
forty or fifty mombera of tho Imperial House 
of Commons. It will, therefore bo seen that 
the advocatea of an all-Britannic Pacific 
cable have a formidable foe to fight. If the 
project be carried out by a company, and 
managed by a company, what obstacle would 
bo in tho way of Sir oohn Pender and the 
■ew company from entering into a combine, 
agreeing upon r fixed tariff, and pooling re- 
ceipts ; In such an event, the time, labor 
and money spent on the Pacific cable would 
hav6 been thrown away. This strong argu- 
mijDt W"? effectively used in tho conference 
htid although no actual decision was reached, 
OS the g'ouud of being premature, several of 
those who were in favor of conatruction by a 
eomp&ny had their opinions changed.

there Wi..! greater diversity of opinion than 
on any other topic which camo before the 
conference. The discueaion and the diviaion 
which took place, has, however, given a 
L'reat impetus to the movement in favor of 
|)ri. fereiitiiil trade within the ICnipire. There 
ure many obataclea in tho way as yet, but 
the actual annoui c ;ment of tho delegates 
on this qucBtion is in itself a forward step 
All were ttgref d that Great Britain ought to 
remove, without delay, the c'i-iuliilities 
which prevent the colonies from entering 
into closer relations with one another by 
difforential-tarifTi. Three yeara ago Canada 
sent an address to tbe Queen asking for tho 
abrogation of the treaties between Great 
Britain, Belgium and the German XoUvor- 
e!gn, so far as the moat favored nation clause 
was concerned. As in 1892, when the 
parliament of Canada ventured to udvito 
tbe Imperial government to pass an Iriab 
homo rule bill and got snubbed for her pains, 
eo in 1801 Canada was told, in perhaps 
language a little more polite, that she could 
not have what she wanted. There were 
great dillerenccB, however, in tho two caaea. 
In regard to the tirat wo had no right to in- 
terfere. Tho i|ue8tion (f home rule for 
Ireland was not one H ith which the Parlia- 
ment of (,'anada was called upon to deal. 
On tho inoat-favorcd-nation clause we had 
every reason In oxprt.'ia ourselves, inaamucb 
as in tho event of Canada making tariff ciin- 
eosaions to the mother country, in return for 
an t(|uivalent, nuch aa Imperial defence, 
Germany and liulgium would jmrticipate. 
Tho colonies may not succeed in inducing 
tho home govornmont to tuko speedy action 
in tho direction indicated, but by dint of 
persistent pressure one cannot well conceive 
but that eventually the rt(|ueat of tho 
colonies will be granted. 

One other important topic rtquiroa to bo 
adverted to, viz. : 

MST STEAMSIIIl" COMMUNICATION. 
.Mr. Iluddurt had a very largo proposition 
Ijiforo tho conference. He ollered to put on 
a fortnightly eervico on tho racllio and a 
weekly servico on tho Atlantic, and to make 
tho diatarco between .Sydney and Liver- 
pool in 'J7 daya. To do thi.s very fast 
Bteamships would have to bn put on, veaaels 
which will cost at leant $L',l)(jl),(IIM) each. 
Tho capital rdiuirod for thia pn j'ict would 
bo $l.'>,()OO,0OO, anil to indiion hi:t supporters 
to enter into any schemo nf that iiiagnitude, 
Mr. Huddart said that that sum could not 
be railed udIcbs a subsidy equal to ID per 
cent, of tho capital stock or $l,uOO,(K)() per 
annum wore given. Ho did not Bay how 
this sum should bo divided up— that was 
left for tho cot f ;renae to dooido. The dolc» 
gatts were rather startled at tho magnitude 
of the figures and decided that they 
oonid not reoommend to their government 
to enter tn a project of that 
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oi/3. They exproaaed their hearty 
upproval, however, of Mr. Huddart's action 
in establishing the lino on tho Pacific and 
his proposition to increase it to a three- 
weekly servic?, as alao bis proposal for a fast 
Atlantic service. The latter project had u 
good many opponents in the House of Com- 
mons but it ia aatouiabing how thia opposi- 
tion disappeared two days ago. Undoubted- 
ly to tho atimulating influence of tbe con- 
feronoe and particularly to the good feeling 
engendered at the banquet in tho RusieU 
House is Mr. Huddart's good luck due. Mr, 
Laurier oommitled himself to the project, 
and when the disougsion took place in the 
House of Commons there was only one man 
on the Liberal side who opposed it outright. 
Mr. Jludd urt left for ^loDtreaI to-day, en 
route for Kngland to complete his finaooial 
arrangements. The government is giving 
him ample time and everybody hopee tbat he 
will be successful. 
Few people anticipated that 

THE mENCII TREATY 

would have been ratified by such a large 
majority as tbe House of Commons gave to 
it. After protests on the part of the opposi- 
tion against the agreement, nationi-1 aenti- 
ment was too strong for the Quebec [louges, 
and thortfore the somewhat unusual apec- 
taclo was seen of a complete secession of 
( ; rita from the Province of Quebec from the 
party ranks— including Mr. Laurier himself 
— all joining {n support of the government 
measure. To many members tne govern- 
ment's deoision to ask parliament to ratify 
tbe treaty was a bitter pill. Last year, to 
strong wag the feeling against tbe treaty, 
that if the government had asked parlia- 
ment to ratify it then, the measure might 
have been rejected. It was believed to be a 
one-aided arrangement. 

If Mr. Laurier and hia frienda had gone lo 
the length of voting against tho iremy 'hoy 
would have furnished a powerful urguii'cia 
to tho Conservative opponents in ihe pro- 
vince of (juobec, and although Mr. Laurij-r 
fully looked upon the bargain as unfmr 
neverthelesa at tho last moment lie had lo 
wheel into line. Tho action of pirliani'-i.t 
in agreeing to the treaty is a great feathci- 
iu Sir Charlea Tupper'a cap. lJudouhleJIy 
to tho strong caoo which the High Cuiii;ii;a- 
aioner recently made out to the government 
is due the result which has taken place this 
week.

Uore Flchtlng — Considerable Tension He- 
twern Nlcaiaffuans and Americans — 
Preiiarittg for a Begalar Campaliru. 

New Orleans, July 19.— News from 
Bloefields has been brought here by the 
steamers^ Gusaie and John Wilson, which 
arrived within a few hours of each other. 
The veaaels left there on July 10. At that 
time tho situation in tho Motiiuito reaer- 
valion waa (juite aerioua and thieutenod to 
ilcvelopo into a rcgul.ir wur before long. 
I'lir li cmaiilerahle time after the rcnuivil of 
General Licayo, whose dictatorship hrought 
iibuut Ilia (iownlLill, through tho cleniaiic; of 
the L'oited States government, evi.'.-ything 
went along pei:cefully at tho reeervaliou. 
N'oung Chief Clarence, of tho MorMuilo 
Icdiuns, reaidi-d in Ijluetielcia under the pro- 
tuC'ion of the British consul and the An.eri- 
rut warship, and nothing of nolo triuispired 
until July 5, when fome Indiana and Nicara- 
guan Boldiors got into a brawl on the ulreeto 
of Bluotiolda and two of the soldier s were 
killeii, Thia cauaed a great deal of e.;i:ite- 
ment and it waa feared that the atiempta of 
the new comniiaeioner Senor CaIehms to ar- 
rest the rioters would reault in more hlocd- 
ahed. Ttmt night, however, bofoie tho au- 
thoritiea had time to perfect their plana, the 
Indiana executed a coup d'etat, whioh 
changed the whole aspect of afTaira, which 
the Nicaraguans charge waa incited by the 
Americana. Thia haa resulted in an increaao 
of tho tension between tho two uationalitits 
to auoh an extent that many Americana have 
deemed discretion the better part cf valor 
on the reservation, despite the ftct that an 
American warship is anchored ofT tho Aytbe 
bluflTs. 

About the middle of the night the Indians 
made another attack on the Bluff<, where 
tbe Nioaraguan troops were quartered, and 
driving them off, captured all the arms and 
ammunition and fortifitd themselves in the 
stronghold which Laoayo had built for his 
soldiers. A hundred or more Indians said 
to have been commanded by young Clarence 
himself, embarked on a fl»t boat and stealth- 
ily moved around to the blulTi until they 
were directly opposite them, and before the 
aentrioa Were aware of what waa gting on, 
opened fire on them and on I lie troops, 
which had been suddenly oilled to ^rnii'. 
Tho Nicuruguana were ao surp'titt.t that 
tlify w<re unub'o to iii:ike any di-teno'? ami 
lliil. 'I'hu ncxtn.orniiJg tho Mmljlc Head 
landed lifty Miarii:ea ami (uur;. :ed 
thcin near tho Internationul CUil) 
to pr >tect Aoiericun intercoto. 'J'liio was 
li'jtnieil necessary owing to the hosii!i'-y (if 
t!)L' Spuni.irde, who attributed the inlii!ii_;lr, 
iitti.rk to tho incitement of the A ii.ti ij ui 
residei.ta. The counuisaioner iniiindi.iteiy 
act to work trying to get tc gethcr bis dc- 
iiiornii/.ed forcea, uud aenc word to toe in- 
terior by courier for reinfoi ceiiior.tt. After 
the lauding of the niurinea, Uu ieu'; re no 
more liouliliiita, though the Iiuiimn nero 
still in poaaession of tho BlufTa. I- waa re- 
ported thut tho Indiana in tho interior wero 
prepiirii'g to move on Bluefiolda in large 
numbers to annihilate tho Nicaraguana, and, 
though they have not yet mattriuli.'-id, 
there is a vaet amount of uneauinees there. 
It ia Buid that tho Nicaraguana have warned 
aovoral Ainericina to make lliLniaelvee 
scarce, under pain of death, but so far these 
throata have not been put into exeuuiion. It 
ia reported that two or three aoldiers were 
killed in the attack on the Bluffs. 

The trouble on Corn island ia substantially 
as reported in the dispatohea from Port 
Linion. The foreign residents rt belled 
against the native governor and drove him 
into the Woods with a number of his follow- 
ers. The natives came to his rescue and 
after a few Bkirmiahes ho wus duly reiustat- 
od. There is no British warship at Blue- 
ll jldfl, the Mugioienno having left there 
nearly a month ago. Tho NicaragU'ine have 
aoized all the liuhtera ustd in loading the 
fruit ateaniera, and are preparing for li regu- 
lar campaign against the Indiana aa aeon as 
tbe expected reinforcements arrive.

Carliale, who is a ih-jmugh 
spoilaman, haa been trying to ueo tho coaal 
survey for political purpoaca, and haa in- 
terfered with Prof. Mondenball in such a 
manner that, according to authentic reports, 
the Professor could not remain at tho bead 
of tho Burvey, bonce his resignation. Prof. 
Mendenhall atanda very high as a Bcientist, 
and his odmlulBtration of the work of the 
coaat Burvey has been highly conirnendod by 
acientitic bodiep. liut ho ia not a " apoilu " 
politician und waa not willing to remove old 
employee to make placea for Democrata, 
H'-nco hia troubles with .Secretory C'.irliale. 
For a like reason, I'rof. Ponell resigned iia 
ttie head of the geological survey. "
